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METEOROLOGIOAL AND RAINFALL SUMMARY OF THE PROVINCE OF ~ 
! ‘BENGAL FOR THE MONTH OF MaY 1885. ‘ 


Tas normal meteorological conditions in Bengal during. May are to a considerable ~ 
extent similar, to those of April. Mhere is of course the steady and increasing difference of 
temperature between the laud and the sea trea, and in this month this difference attaiis 
almost its maximum, The area of maximum temperature during May includes the western 
districts of South Behar, the North-West Provinces, Rajputana, and Central India, With 
the increasing temperature of the land surface, the southerly winds blowing from the Bay of 
Bengal strengthen considerably, and owing to the physical obstacles of the hill system’ to 

. the east ‘and north of Bengal, they appear.as south-easterly winds in Hast Bongal, and as 
+ easterly winds in North Bengal.’ At the same time, however, the usual hot, dry, westerly: 
« winds are blowing over considerable postions,of Behar and ChutineNagpurj and thus during . 
' “May, as explained in previons monthly reports, conditions are favourable to the produetion 
4 of ‘the local storms called nor’westers. These, it is possibie, ‘are produced by the action of 
the opposing winds in elevating the mioigt sea breezes, and by this ascensional motion their * 
water vapour is condensed, and sufficient energy is at the same fime liberated to produce the 
well-known ‘effects of these storms. i 





The southerly” breezes which blow during this, month at the head of the Bay are " 
of ‘considerable strength, and in fact, at Saugor Island and False Point, the wind velocities ‘ 
measured in May are generally greater than those during the actual rainy season, but “there is 

*yeason to believe that during May, the current is of comparatively amail depth compared to what 
it is during the actual monsoon period, These winds, however, carry considerable amounts 
of moisture into East avd North Bengal, and in the neighbourhood of the hill€ asceusional 
movement takes place, followed frequently by local storms and by heavy rainfall, ‘This 
agtion will account for ‘the large , rainfall which occurs during this chantl in che northern r 


and eastern districts of the Province. . vi 


During May the distribution of the normal rainfall is simple, and the lines of equal rainfall 
run nearly north and south through the Province, or rather almost parallel to a line‘joining the 
Chittagong Hill Tracts, \he Tipperah Hills, the Garo Hills, and the Darjeeling Hills, the ls 
amounts being receivea in the eastern and nothern districts, and the smallest amounts in the 
swestern districts. Thus the average rainfall of the month is less 'thnn 2 inches in the southern 

. parts of the Sarun and Mozuffetpore distrittsythe Gya and Shahabad districts, and tho western 
parts of Chutia Nagpur. To the eastrof these districts, up to a line running nearly north from 5 
the mouth of the Mooglily, the rainfall increases from 2 up:to 5 inches, To the east of this, ; 
up to a line passing thropgh Rungpore, Jamalpore, Mymensing, Brahmunberiah, Cumilla, 
and Cox's Bazar,, thé average ramfall increases eastwards from 5 to 10 inches, To the east 
» of that line it exceeds 10 inches, and increases rapidly in amount towards the Garo and 
Khasia Hills and towards the Dooars, and at Buxa «in the Western Dooars the average 
rajnfall in May js no less than 21°58 inches, . ‘ 







The meteotology, of May is generally rather important for about the second or third’ 
week, the south-west monsoon makes its appegrance in the south of the Bay, and gjves heavy’ 
rain and fairly strong winds at the South Cayton stations, ‘The monsoon gradially creeps 
up the edst of the Bay, and rain’sets in along the Arakan const towards the close of the A 
month, and it afterwards spreads into East and NortheBengal. This year there were 
indications of monsoon conditions setting in on the Ceylon coast from about the 18th to 
- the 2ist, and about ten days later it appeared that a feeble monsoon curreit was making its 
way up the Arakan. coast, so that it was probable that the rains would set in over Bengal at 
about the normal period—a supposition which has since proved nearly correct, :

In the last 
week of the month pressure continued to oscillate in the usual manner, aud the upward arf 
downward movements were about equal ; but as at this period of the year pressure ‘usually 
commences to fall rather rapidly, the presure during this week was no less than 0°11” in 
excess of the normal, aud the seat of the greatest excess had moved to Orissa, where at 
Cuttack: it was 014”. ‘The excess pressure for-the whole mouth over the Provinces has 
therefore been 0:07". ~ ‘ ‘ 
‘The variations of temperature have been very large during the month, Owing to the 
heavy rainfall during the earlier part of the month, temperature was pelow the normal for 


the first two weeks, but with the cessation of rainfall in the third week, temperature rose: 


rapidly and became wlmost normal, while in the last week; temperature became abnorinully 
high, In the first week the average temperature over the whole Proviuce was ubout 2° in 
defect, in thersecond week this delect had increased to 4°5°, while in Chutia Nagpur, the 
defect was no less than 7° ayd in Orissa it was 6°, ‘The last week was, as has been+ before 
stated, noticeable for being” particularly hot, and SoutheWesé Bengal aud North Behar 
_ registered temperatures which averaged nearly: 5° above the normal. The average ‘tem-

oh the 25th. ‘The very high day temperature which prevailed over the Province at this 
period is clearly shown by the fact that the average maximum temperature of all thedays of 
the last week at all the recording stations was 100°7°, or to put it another way, out the 
forty reporting stations in Bengal, twenty-eight registered temperatures averaging above 100°, 
and ouly twelve stations ‘below it. For the whole month the avprage temperature hie 
been slightly in defect of tne normal, except in South-West Bengal which shows an excess 
“of 05°. _ All other divisions show defegts varying from 1° to 2°. 

Rainfall, as has already been stated, wus’ plentifal during the first week of the month, and 
in fact in all districts it wax in excess of the normal. In this week. North Behur showed 
120 per cent. of excess rainfall, South-West Bengal and North,Bengal about 60 Per cent. of 
excess, Bast Bengal, South Behar and Ubutia Nagpur about 50 per cent of excéss, while

In the report for thé previous weeks it was noticed that moderately strong mons 
were established over the centre and south of the Bay, and that at the Ceylon 
stations in "particular very strong winds were blowing, showing that thcre was a steady: 
advance of the monsoon taking place. — These stiong winds have continued "to blow at the 
southern stations throughout the week, and they appear to show that the monsoon current 
Which was advancing hex been of considerabl- strengti. On the first three days of the week 
‘presnure in Benval steadily and’ generally rather rapidly fell, till on the Sunday and Mouday * 
pressure became almost normal, With the falling barometer the monsoon current continued 
to advance vorthwards, and on Sunday and Monday a very moist southerly current com- 
menced to spread over Bengal, giving rige on the Suaday tovheavy, but ia many instances, 
rather local showers, while on the Monday rainfall became general over North and Kast 
Bengal, aud: over the eastern districts of Squth-West Bengal. ‘The area of rainfall’slowly 





extended in'a westerly direction, and on Thursday and Kriday rainfall became general 


over South-West Bengal, over the Puroeah district of North Bebar, over the Southat 
Pergunnahs and over parts’of Chutia Nagpur. ‘Thus it may fairly be said’ that’ the 
‘south-west monsoon has commenced over the greater part of the Province daring > pi ‘ 
‘week, and though it had not reached the greater part of Behar, itwas evident that ina few 
days.the monsoon current would advance over this district as well. “The minsoon has 
established itself Very quietly, and its advance has not been attended by the formation of any 
Severe storm es is frequently, the case, The indications of the coming mousoon, as judged + 
by atmospheric pressure, were that ib would, be comparatively feeble, but the high wind velo- 
cities steadily registored in thesouth of the Bay indicate that it is, at, all events at present, 
fairly strong. . 

“The peculiarity of the monsoon during the past week has been that it has spent a large 
part, if not the greatest part, of its force in Kastern and Northern Bengal. A reference to tne 
nm eport for May will show that this is precisely what might have been expected from 
the distribution of pressure during the three months, March, April and May, The rainfail in 
North Bengal, and to a great extent also in East Hengal, has been excessivety heayr, and in 
may. cases in the hill districts of North Bengal, rai for the week has reached about 20 
inches. : 

Pressure was during the last week in excess-by about 0°11”, but during the. first three 
days of the present week a rapid fall of pressuré occurred, simultaueous with the advance’ of 
the monsoon, which reduced it dmost, theagh not quite, to the normal ; for the remainder of 
the woek there was the usual osciliation, and the pressure for the yuole week has been.

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 19m 
OF JUNE 1385, : 








At the close of the previous week the monsoon had commenced over the whole of 






North ard East Bengal, over South-West Bengal, and over the Sonthal Pergunnahs and 
parts of Chutia Nagpur. With the exception of the Purneah district in North Behar, 
rainfall had not extended over Behar at all, but it was remarked that the monsoon was 
steadily advancing, and that it would shortly reach this district, On Saturday, the 18th 
instant, and on the following day, the area of rainfall extended iu a westerly and northerly 
direction, and it embraced the’ western districts of Bengal, and the greater part of Chutia 

ur; and on Monday, the 15th, a further advance of the monsoon took place, and rainfall 
‘extended over the whole-of North Behar, and over considerable parts of South Behar, though 
in the latter district the rainfall was light and local. These conditions remained without 
much change on the following day, but the wind directions in South Bengal showed 
aye pereth. betocickip depression was beginning to form at the held ot the Bay. 
‘The indraught towards this practically stopped the advance of the monsoon to Behar, 
aud rain ceased there from the 16th instant, The observations on Wednesday, the 17th, 
showed distinctly that a very small and feeble cyclonic storm had formed, and that ite 
centre was over the Sunderbuns some little distance to the west of Chittagong. It 
would thus appear that this feeble depression had formed either quite close to the head of 
the Bay or over the Sunderbuns themselves, The storm at first advanced in a 
north-westerly direction, for at 10 a.m. on the Thursday its centre was a little to 
the north Calcutta. It then changed its direction and advanced slowly towards 
the west, and on Friday at 10 a.m. its centre was north of Midnapore. Its further advance 
-of course should be treated in the meteorology of the coming week, but it may be stated 
that it again advanced ina westerly direction, or rather towards the south-west, and on the 
Saturday and Sunday its centre was near Sumbulpore. The direction of the advance of 
this storm is decidediy unusual, a» they rarely curve to the south. The barometric 
@epression at its centre was very considerable, and on Friday morning at 10 a.1,at
